Your system in- 
cludes an ultra-slim, stick-on RF wall 
switch and a Plug ’n Power receiver. 
Using the wall switch, you can turn on or 
off three individually-coded Plug ’n Power 
modules (not supplied) and brighten or 
dim lights connected to lamp modules 
and wall switch modules (not supplied). 
You can also control lamps or appliances 
attached to other Plug 'n Power receiv- 
ers. 



This remote control system is completely 
compatible with other Plug ’n Power de- 
vices, all of which are available at your lo- 
cal RadioShack store.

INSTALLING THE BATTERY 

Your wall switch comes with one CR2032 
lithium battery for power. 

Warning: Keep button-cell batteries 
away from children. Swallowing a button- 
cell battery can be fatal.

Follow these steps to install the battery. 



1. Pull down the battery holder at the 
bottom of the wall switch to remove 
it. 




2. Place the new battery in the battery 
holder, as indicated by the polarity 
symbol (+) marked on the battery 
holder. 


3. Replace the battery holder. 
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When a lamp or appliance does not re- 
spond to the remote control's command 
or a connected device stops operating 
properly, replace the battery with a 
CR2032 lithium battery (available at your 
local RadioShack store). 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 

promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the re- 
mote control for a month or more, remove 
the battery.

SETTING THE HOUSE CODE 
AND UNIT CODE 

After you first install the battery, the wall 
switch is preset to house code A. The top 
three rocker keys on the wall switch con-

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trol modules set to unit codes 1 , 2 and 3 
respectively. The bottom rocker key 
brightens and dims lights connected to 
lamp and wall switch modules. 



If you want to control modules with differ- 
ent house cedes or unit codes, follow 
these steps to change the house code 
and unit code of the wall switch. 



Changing the House Code 

1 . Hold down the top ON rocker key on 
the wall switch. After about three 
seconds, the light blinks the current 
setting. For example, the light blinks 
once for house code A, twice for 
house code B, and 3 times for house 
code C. 

2. Release the top ON rocker key. 
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3. Press the top ON rocker key the 
appropriate number of times for the 
house code you want to set, such as 
once for A or twice for B. The light 
blinks each time you press ON. Hold 
the rocker key on your last press for 
about 3 seconds. The light blinks the 
new setting. 

Note: If you do not follow this pro- 
gramming sequence, the light stays 
on for about 1 second and the exist- 
ing setting is not changed. 

Changing the Unit Code 

Note: You only need to change the unit 
code of the top rocker key. The second 
and third rocker keys are always one 
number higher than the previous one. For 
example, if you set the first rocker key to 
6, the second rocker key controls 7 and 
the third rocker key controls 8. 
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1. Hold down the top OFF rocker key. 
After about three seconds, the light 
blinks the current setting. For exam- 
ple, the light blinks once for unit code 
1, twice for unit code 2, and 3 times 
for unit code 3. 

2. Release the top OFF rocker key. 

3. Press the top OFF rocker key the 
appropriate number of times for the 
unit code you want to set. The light 
blinks each time you press the 
rocker key. Hold the rocker key on 
your last press for about 3 seconds. 
The light blinks the new unit code.

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LABELING THE KEYS 

To label the wall switch’s rocker keys, cut 
one or more tags frem the supplied card. 
Then remove the plastic cover frem each 
key, place a tag under each cover, then 
replace the covers. 

MOUNTING THE WALL 
SWITCH 

The wall switch has a stIck-on adhesive 
backing you can use to mount it onto al- 
most any flat surface. 

1 . Use a piece of tape (not supplied) to 
temporarily mount the wall switch 
onto the mounting surface you want 
to use. 

2. Make sure the wall switch operates 
the receiver frem Its meunting loca- 
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tion, adjusting its position as neces- 
sary. 

3. Mount the waii switch by peeiing the 
backing off of the adhesive on the 
back of the switch, then press it onto 
the mounting surface.

With the receiver instaiied, press ON/ 
OFF on the rocker keys that have been 
set to the corresponding unit code to turn 
on or off iamps or appliances connected 
to Plug ’n Power modules. 

To brighten or dim lamp modules or wall 
switch modules, press the rocker key that 
corresponds to the module’s unit code. 
Then press BRIGHT/DIM on the bottom 
rocker key to brighten or dim the light.
